WHEREAS, the Illinois General Assembly is considering legislation that would allow the Illinois 
Gaming Board to issue a gaming license for a land-based casino located within the limits of the City of 
Chicago; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois General Assembly is considering legislation that would allow the Illinois 
Gaming Board to issue two additional casino licenses in the State; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois General Assembly is considering legislation that would allow horse racing 
venues to engage in additional gaming activities; and 

WHEREAS, such an expansion in gaming would directly impact the operations and maintenance of the 
Cook County criminal justice system and health care facilities. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and the Members of the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners, support the Illinois General Assembly’s legislative efforts described herein on 
the condition that a percentage of the revenues generated from an expansion of gaming within the 
boundaries of the County are directed to the Cook County criminal justice system and for health care 
purposes; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be delivered to the Members of 
the Illinois General Assembly.

PROPOSED RESOEUTION 

RESOLUTION PROPOSING FINANCIAL AND IMPACT REPORTING 
FOR ORGANIZATIONS FUNDED WHOLLY OR IN PART BY COOK COUNTY 

WHEREAS, Cook County government is charged with presenting a balanced budget each fiscal year, as 
mandated by the Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, the budget process and the budget itself should be transparent so as to allow for proper 
scrutiny by the public, whose tax dollars help fund it; and 

WHEREAS, a transparent budget allows the Cook County Board of Commissioners to also properly 
scrutinize and adjust it if necessary, through the amendment process, to help identify and eliminate 
wasteful spending, as well as improve efficiencies; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County government has an approximately $3 billion budget and allocates portions of 
it to fund independent organizations, either directly or through one of its various departments; and 

WHEREAS, currently these allocations appear simply as a line item in the annual appropriation bill or 
not at all if funded by a governmental department; and 

WHEREAS, it is this government’s obligation to ensure that monies are spent judiciously by funding 
programs that have the highest return on investment via cost savings to the County and benefits to its 
citizens; and 

WHEREAS, it is difficult, if not impossible, to properly analyze the value of the return on investment of 
these various organizations from a line item budget entry; and 

WHEREAS, in order to determine which programs are effective and financially sound and worthy of 
continued funding, it is necessary to have a tool documenting its effectiveness and cost savings. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, does 
hereby request that any organization funded wholly or in part by the government of Cook County directly 
or via one of its departments present an annual financial and impact report to this Honorable Body, so as 
to properly document the associated cost savings, economic impact and effectiveness of the County 
funded programs provided by these organizations.

PROPOSED RESOEUTION 

RESOLUTION REQUESTING THE SET ASIDE OF HOME FUNDS 
FOR THE TOWN OF CICERO 

WHEREAS, according to the 1990 U.S. Census, Cicero was reported to have 23,179 occupied housing 
units with a population of 67,436; and 

WHEREAS, over the next ten years, Cicero’s population increased to 85,616, but with an accompanying 
drop in the number of occupied housing units to 23,115; and 

WHEREAS, presently, Cicero’s population is estimated to be over 100,000, a forty percent increase from 
1990 or 23,000 additional people living in the same number of housing units that were available in 1990; 
and 

WHEREAS, the age of Cicero’s housing units, over 95% were constructed prior to 1970, has led to a 
large number of health and safety hazards, such as structural deficiencies in heating, plumbing, and 
electrical systems as well as the fact that the majority of these homes contain lead paint; and 

WHEREAS, the unfortunate result of these deficiencies is a large number of families in need of 
rehabilitating their homes and a disproportionate number of Cicero children under the age of six being 
effected by lead poisoning; and 

WHEREAS, the need for housing rehabilitation in Cicero has outgrown it’s available financial resources, 
with over three hundred families on a waiting list requesting funds to rehabilitate their homes; and 

WHEREAS, during the last two years the town has used a portion of its CDBG allocation to fund an 
Emergency Assistance Program, providing funds up to $4,999 to repair a hazardous condition requiring 
immediate action to protect the health and safety of residents; and 

WHEREAS, the town’s Home Repair Program will be reinstated this year with a cap of $4,999 to assist 
homeowners who do not qualify for the Emergency Assistance Program; and 

WHEREAS, this cap results from the requirement to provide Eead Abatement in any residential 
rehabilitation project costing more than $5,000, and the lack of available local funding coupled with the 
large number of units in need of rehabilitation; and 

WHEREAS, the age of Cicero’s housing array, and the fact that many of the occupied housing units are 
severely overcrowded, has had a negative impact on the safety and livability of these units; and 
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WHEREAS, complicating this significant problem is the fact that Cicero is a minority community, made 
up of approximately 85% Hispanics, and nearly 20% of its residents have incomes at or below the poverty 
level, greatly limiting their ability to afford needed housing repairs; and 

WHEREAS, since 1991, the Town of Cicero has been an integral part of the Cook County Consortium 
related to the HOME and American Dream Down Payment Initiative; and 

WHEREAS, as part of the Consortium, Cicero contributes 11.1 % of the total dollar amount received by 
Cook County for these programs or about $650,000 to $700,000 annually; and 

WHEREAS, although many communities in Cook County have benefited from these housing funds, the 
Town of Cicero, with a need as great as any other community, has yet to receive any funding under these 
programs, a potential loss of some $ 10 million; and 

WHEREAS, Cicero is not able to keep up with the demand and need for housing rehabilitation, it is 
calling upon the County of Cook to set aside $1.5 million in HOME funds annually to the Town of Cicero 
over the next ten years, and $750 thousand thereafter; and 

WHEREAS, Cicero intends to use these dollars to increase the number of Cicero residents in need of 
housing rehabilitation to be able to do so. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, does 
hereby request the Cook County Department of Planning and Development set aside HOME funds for the 
Town of Cicero for the purpose of improving the housing conditions of its residents; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Honorable Body thanks the Town of Cicero for their 
continuing contributions to these worthwhile causes and wholeheartedly encourages their efforts at 
improving the safety and well being of its citizens.

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PROPOSED RESOEUTION 

THE SUPPORT HOMEOWNERS OF COOK COUNTY ACT 

WHEREAS, the foreclosure rate of homes in Cook County and across America is rapidly increasing; and 

WHEREAS, the foreclosure rate for the United States has hit the highest rate since 1986 in the Third 
Quarter, and subprime loans are the highest group of loans in foreclosure with 4.72% of the subprime 
loans in foreclosure; and 

WHEREAS, the rate of foreclosures in some Cook County neighborhoods has increased over 100% from 
2006 according to a report from the National Training and Information Center; and 

WHEREAS, the federal government is taking steps to encourage a freeze of current subprime interest 
rates, but the freeze only applies to individuals who meet specific criteria with a current subprime loan, 
and the relief is only for people who entered into a subprime loan between January 1, 2005 and July 31, 
2007, are not currently delinquent on their loan, have less than 3% equity in their property, and could not 
afford a higher interest rate; and 

WHEREAS, the larger issue of fraudulent loans, and loans issued to people who can not repay loans “re¬ 
set” at dramatically higher rates, is not addressed; and 

WHEREAS, a bill has been introduced into Congress, the Stop Fraud Act, which specifically addresses 
the issue of mortgage fraud and subprime loans: 

1. Establishes guidelines and both criminal and civil penalties for mortgage professionals who 
knowingly issue fraudulent loans. 

2. Creates a free, searchable database for consumers to search mortgage professionals. 

3. Sets specific guidelines for lenders to follow in informing people of the details of their 
potential loan. 

4. Provides $25 million dollars in funding for local agencies and organizations to provide 
assistance to consumers or potential consumer or loans. 

WHEREAS, the Helping Families Save Their Homes in Bankruptcy Act of 2007 has also been 
introduced to Congress, the bill will update the current bankruptcy law to help more people save their 
home. The Helping Families Save Their Homes in Bankruptcy Act of 2007, amends the current 
Bankruptcy law to: 

1. Allow modification to the debtor’s primary residence loan. 

2. Waives counseling for debtor’s who foreclosure sale on their primary residence has been 
scheduled. 

3. Supports long-term mortgage restructuring that gives debtor’s a longer amount of time to 
repay. 

4. Provides extra protection of homeowners 55 and older. 

WHEREAS, in addition to the “Stop Fraud Acf’ and the “Helping Families Save Their Homes in 
Bankruptcy Act of 2007” the Cook County Board of Commissioners also encourages Congress to enact a 
freeze on foreclosures for homeowners who have been victimized by misleading and fraudulent loans 
from mortgage companies. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners supports 
the passage of the “Stop Fraud Act” and the “Helping Families Save Their Homes in Bankruptcy Act of 
2007” by the United States Congress; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a copy of this Resolution be sent to each member of the Illinois 
Congressional delegation.

PROPOSED RESOEUTION 

RESOLUTION URGING COOK COUNTY TO PARTICIPATE 
IN NACo’S ENERGY TRACKING PROGRAM 

WHEREAS, electricity generation is responsible for the largest portion of North America's carbon 
emissions, approximately 94 percent in the United States in 2004 (the latest year for which data are 
available); and 

WHEREAS, in 2003, the carbon dioxide emissions resulting from energy consumed in U.S. buildings 
alone were greater than total carbon dioxide emissions of any country in the world except China; and 

WHEREAS, local governments, such as Cook County, are in a position to drastically reduce their carbon 
emissions, and set a precedent for other governing bodies as well as individuals; and 

WHEREAS, the National Association of Counties (NACo) is offering a one-time, beginner’s startup 
assistance program to help counties collect and enter each county building’s utility information into the 
Portfolio Manager; and 

WHEREAS, ENERGY STAR’S Portfolio Manager is a free, online tool which calculates and tracks any 
building’s energy use, water usage, and net greenhouse gas emissions; and 

WHEREAS, the Portfolio Manager is able to compare energy use of similar buildings; and 

WHEREAS, buildings are scored on a scale of 1-100, and buildings with a score of 75 or higher are 
eligible for an ENERGY STAR label; and 

WHEREAS, the top 25% of energy performing buildings in the U.S. will earn and display the ENERGY 
STAR label; and 
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WHEREAS, as part of this program, NACo will: 

a. Establish a cost-free user account for the County in Portfolio Manager. 

b. Enter the county’s building information and energy data into Portfolio Manager. 

c. Teach the county how to maintain data using the Portfolio Manager. 

WHEREAS, by participating in this program, the County will be able to: 

a. Evaluate the County’s energy use and compare various buildings’ energy use. 

b. Compare county buildings’ energy performance to buildings throughout the U.S. 

c. Easily and quickly determine utility billing errors over a period of time. 

d. Receive an ENERGY STAR rating for county buildings. 

e. Determine cost-effective strategies to improve each building’s energy use score. 

f Receive free training and technical assistance to improve the County’s energy performance; 
and 

WHEREAS, by improving the County’s energy performance, the County will be protecting the 
environment; and 

WHEREAS, by calculating the County’s energy consumption, the County will have the opportunity to 
reduce its’ energy consumption thereby saving taxpayer dollars; and 

WHEREAS, companies have been know to save billions by reducing energy consumption, for example 
DuPont cut its climate-warming pollution by seventy-two percent since 1990, slashing $3 billion from its 
energy bills while increasing its global production by nearly a third; and 

WHEREAS, Wal-Mart installed new, energy-efficient light bulbs in refrigeration units that save the 
company $12 million a year, and skylights that cut utility bills by up to $70,000 per store. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that we, the Cook County Board of Commissioners, 
gathered here this 18th Day of December 2007, do hereby call on the Bureau of Administration to pursue 
participation in this free, one-time, startup assistance program offered by NACo to track the energy usage 
of each County building, thereby allowing the County to determine cost-effective strategies to improve 
each building’s energy consumption; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be prepared and presented to the 
National Association of Counties.

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois is a home rule unit of local government 
pursuant to Article VII, Section 6(a) of the Illinois Constitution of 1970; and, 

WHEREAS, by virtue of its home rule unit status, the County of Cook, Illinois is 
authorized to exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its government 
and affairs, including the power to tax, except as constitutionally limited or denied by the 
Illinois General Assembly; and, 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois finds that alternative and new sources of 
revenue are required to fund the operations and services of the County of Cook, Illinois. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article XVI, Sections 74-640 through 74-648 
of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 74-640. Title. 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the "Cook County Natural 
Gas Use Tax Ordinance." This tax herein imposed is in addition to all other taxes 
imposed by the County of Cook, the State of Illinois, city or any municipal corporation or 
political subdivision thereof 

Sec. 74-641. Definitions. 

For purposes of this Ordinance, whenever any of the following words or terms is 
used herein they shall have the meaning or construction ascribed to them in this section: 
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County means the County of Cook, a body politic and corporate of Illinois. 

Bureau means the Cook County Bureau of Finance. 

Department means the Department of Revenue within the Cook County Bureau 
of Finance. 

Director means the Director of the Department of Revenue, or his duly 
authorized representative. 

Ordinance means this “Cook County Natural Gas Use Tax Ordinance.” 

Person means any natural individual, firm, trust, estate, partnership, association, 
joint stock company, joint venture or joint venturer, corporation, limited liability 
company, municipal corporation or political subdivision of this state, or a receiver, 
trustee, conservator or other representative appointed by order of any court. 

Public Utility means a Public Utility as defined in Section 5/3-105 of the Public 
Utilities Act. 

Public Utilities Act means the Public Utilities Act, as amended, Illinois Compiled 
Statutes, Chapter 220, Section 5/1-101, et seq. 

Retail Purchaser means any Person who purchases natural gas in a sale at retail. 

Retailer means any Person engaged in the business of making sales of natural gas 
at retail. A Person who does not hold himself out as being engaged in the business of 
selling natural gas at retail and who makes only isolated or occasional sales of natural gas 
is not a “Retailer" within the meaning of this Ordinance. A Person who is engaged in the 
business of selling natural gas to others and who in connection with such business sells 
the natural gas to a purchaser for such purchaser's use and not for the purpose of resale is 
a Retailer engaged in the business of selling natural gas at retail under this Ordinance. 

Sale at Retail means any sale by a Retailer of natural gas to a Person for use or 
consumption, and not for resale. For this purpose, the term "Retailer" means any Person 
engaged in the business of delivering, distributing, supplying, furnishing or selling 
natural gas. 

Sec. 74-642, Tax imposed. 

(a) Except as otherwise provided by this Ordinance, a tax is imposed on the 
privilege of using or consuming, within the corporate limits of the County, natural gas 
which is purchased in a Sale at Retail. The tax shall be at the rate of 5.2 cents per therm. 

(b) The ultimate incidence of and liability for payment on the tax is upon the 
Retail Purchaser, and nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to impose a tax on the 
occupation of distributing, supplying, furnishing, selling or transporting natural gas. 

(c) The Retail Purchaser shall pay the tax, measured by therms of gas 
delivered to the Retail Purchaser's premises, by making payment to either: 
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(1) The Public Utility designated to collect the tax pursuant to this 
Section of the Ordinance on or before the payment due date of 
the Public Utility's bill first reflecting the tax; or, 

(2) Directly to the Department on or before the fifteenth day of the 
second month following the month in which the gas is delivered 
to the Retail Purchaser if no Public Utility has been designated to 
collect the tax pursuant to this Section of the Ordinance or if the 
gas is delivered by a Person other than a Public Utility so 
designated. 

(d) The tax shall not apply to the use or consumption of gas by: 

(1) A governmental body; 

(2) A Person purchasing the gas for use in operating or propelling a 
vehicle; or, 

(3) A Public Utility engaged in the business of distributing natural 
gas. 

(e) To prevent multiple taxation, a Retail Purchaser who is properly subject 
to the County’s Retailer’s Occupation Tax, whether the County’s Retailer’s Occupation 
Tax is imposed upon the Retail Purchaser or the Retailer and separately charged to the 
Retail Purchaser by the Retailer, shall be exempt and not subject to the use tax imposed 
herein. 


(f) A Person who purchases gas for resale and therefore does not pay the tax 
imposed by this Ordinance with respect to the use or consumption of the gas, but who 
later uses or consumes part or all of the gas, shall pay the tax directly to the Department 
on or before the fifteenth day of the second month following the month in which the gas 
is used or consumed. 

(g) Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to impose a tax upon any 
Person, business or activity which, under the Constitutions of the United States or the 
State of Illinois, may not be made the subject of taxation by the County. 

(h) The tax shall apply to natural gas for which the delivery to the customer 
is billed by a Public Utility on or after January 1, 2008. 

(i) Consumer Price Index Adjustments To Tax Imposed 

(1) The tax herein imposed shall be adjusted annually by the 
Director of the Department, according to the Consumer Price 
Index and CPI Adjustment Formula set forth below, 
commencing on January 1, 2009 so as to allow the County’s tax 
revenues to simultaneously increase as the cost and expense of 
operations and services also increase due to inflation. 
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(2) For purposes of this Section 74-642 (i), whenever any of the 
following words or terms is used herein they shall have the 
meaning or construction ascribed to them in this section: 

Base Consumer Price Index shall mean the Consumer Price Index for the month of 
January, 2008. 

Base CPI Amount shall mean the initial tax rate, this “Base CPI Amount” may also be 
referred to as the “Base Tax.” 

Base Tax see “Base CPI Amount.” 

Consumer Price Index or CPI shall mean the Consumer Price Index for All Urban 
Consumers, All Items (base index year 1982-84=100) published by the United States 
Department of Labor, as amended from time to time; provided that if this index no longer 
exists, the Department shall prescribe the use of a comparable, substitute index. 

CPI see “Consumer Price Index.” 

CPI Adjustment shall mean the increase to the Base CPI Amount. 

(3) The tax herein imposed shall be adjusted annually by the 
Director of the Department according to the CPI Adjustment 
Formula, as follows: 

The CPI Adjustment shall equal the product of: 

a. The Base CPI Amount multiplied by 

b. A fraction 

i. Whose numerator is the amount by which 

A. The Consumer Price Index for the month of January in the applicable calendar 
year exceeds 

B. The Base Consumer Price Index and 

ii. Whose denominator is the Base Consumer Price Index 

The CPI Adjustment Formula is set forth in the following equation:

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Sec. 74-643. Collection of tax. 

(a) The Director is authorized to enter into a contract for collection of the tax 
imposed by this Ordinance with any Public Utility providing natural gas service in the 
County and with any reseller of natural gas providing natural gas service in the County. 
The contract shall include and substantially conform to the following provisions: 

(1) The Public Utility or reseller will collect the tax with respect to 
gas delivered by it to its customers as an independent contractor; 


(2) The Public Utility or reseller will remit collected taxes to the 
Department no more often than once each month; 

(3) The Public Utility or reseller may charge its customers, other 
than customers who are exempt from payment of this County Natural Gas Use Tax, an 
additional charge equal to the sum of 3% of this County Natural Gas Use Tax to cover 
costs of keeping records, billing customers, preparing and fding returns, remitting the tax 
and supplying data to the County upon request. Such additional charge shall be shown 
separately on the utility bill to each customer; 

(4) The Public Utility or reseller will treat partial payments received 
from a customer as payments made pro rata for each item or charge billed to the 
customer, including the tax by this Ordinance; 

(5) The obligation of the Public Utility or reseller to collect and 
remit the tax shall not apply to natural gas delivered and billed by the Public Utility or 
reseller prior to a date three months subsequent to the execution of a contract for the 
collection of the tax herein imposed; 

(6) The Public Utility or reseller shall not be liable to the County for 
any tax not actually collected from a Retail Purchaser; and, 

(7) Such additional terms as the parties may agree upon. 

(b) A Public Utility designated to collect the tax imposed by this Ordinance 
from its customers shall bill each customer for the tax on all gas delivered to the customer 
unless: 


(1) The customer's use or consumption is exempt from the tax herein 
imposed pursuant to Sections 74-642 (d). and 74-642 (e) hereinabove; 

(2) The Public Utility has received a written certificate issued by the 
County authorizing the Public Utility not to collect the tax herein imposed on deliveries 
to the customer. 
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Sec. 74-644. Resales. 

(a) If a Person who receives natural gas in the County claims to be a reseller 
of natural gas, that Person shall apply to the Department for a Resale Number. The 
applicant shall state facts showing why it is not liable for the tax imposed by this 
Ordinance on any purchases of natural gas and shall furnish such additional information 
as the Department may reasonably require. The County may contract with such Persons 
to agree to collect the tax herein imposed from its customers. 

(b) Upon approval of the application, the Department shall assign a Resale 
Number to the applicant and shall certify the number to the applicant. 

(c) The Department may cancel the Resale Number of any Person if the 

Person fails to pay any tax payable herein for natural gas used or consumed by the 

Person, or if the number: 

(1) was obtained through misrepresentation, 

(2) is used to originate or receive natural gas tax-free when such 
natural gas is not for resale, or 

(3) is no longer necessary because the Person has discontinued 
engaging in resales. 

(d) Receiving natural gas in the County shall not be made tax-free on the 

ground of being a sale for resale unless the Person has an active Resale Number issued by 

the Department and furnishes that number to the Retailer in connection with certifying to 
the Retailer that a sale is nontaxable as a sale for resale. 

Sec. 74-645. Books and records. 

(a) Every taxpayer shall keep accurate books and records, including original 
source documents and books of entry, denoting the activities or transactions that gave 
rise, or may have given rise, to any tax liability or exemption under this Ordinance. All 
such books and records shall be kept in the English language and, at all times during 
business hours of the day, shall be subject to and available for inspection by the 
Department. 

(b) Every Person that delivers customer-owned gas within the corporate 
limits of the County shall, upon request, furnish to the Department the names and 
addresses of recipients of natural gas, and the quantity of therms delivered to said 
recipients. 

Sec. 74-646. Rules and regulations. 

The Director is authorized to adopt, promulgate and enforce reasonable rules and 
regulations pertaining to the administration and enforcement of this Ordinance.

Sec. 74-647. Application of Uniform Revenue Procedures Ordinance. 

(a) Whenever not inconsistent with the provisions of this Ordinance, the 
provisions of the Cook County Uniform Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance, as 
amended from time to time and found at Chapter 34, Article III of the Cook County Code 
of Ordinances, shall apply to and supplement this Ordinance. 

(b) For purposes of the tax imposed pursuant to this ordinance: 

(1) A Public Utility or reseller collecting the tax pursuant to Section 
74-643 of this Ordinance shall not be a "tax collector" within the 
meaning of the Cook County Uniform Penalties, Interest and 
Procedures Ordinance; and, 

(2) A taxpayer who pays the tax to a Public Utility or reseller 
designated to collect the tax pursuant to Section 74-642 of this 
Ordinance shall be deemed to have paid the tax "directly to the 
Department" within the meaning of Section 34-72 of the Cook 
County Uniform Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance 
(which authorizes a taxpayer who has paid a tax in error to claim 
a credit or refund). 

(c) A taxpayer who is late in paying the tax imposed by this Ordinance, 
regardless of whether the tax is paid directly to the Department or the Public Utility or 
reseller, shall be subject to the late payment penalty and interest provisions imposed by 
Section 34-81 of the Cook County Uniform Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance. 

(d) The Department shall be responsible for billing and collecting any 
penalty or interest imposed under the Cook County Uniform Penalties, Interest and 
Procedures Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-648. Severability. 

If any provision of this Ordinance, or application thereof to any Person or circumstances, 
is held unconstitutional or otherwise invalid, such invalidity shall not affect any other 
provision or application of this Ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid 
application of this Ordinance; such unconstitutional or otherwise invalid provision is 
severable, unless otherwise provided by this Ordinance. In particular, but without 
limitation, each provision creating an exception to or an exemption or exclusion from the 
imposition of the tax is severable. 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall be effective upon its passage.

Sale at Retail means any sale by a retailer of electricity to a Person for use or 
consumption, and not for resale. For this purpose, the term "retailer" means any Person 
engaged in the business of delivering, distributing, supplying and selling electricity. 
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Sec. 74-602. Tax imposed. 

(a) Except as otherwise provided by this Ordinance, a tax is imposed on the 
privilege of using or consuming electricity within the corporate limits of the County 
which is purchased in a Sale at Retail. The tax rates are as follows: 

(1) for the first 2,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a month: 
0.61 cents per kilowatt-hour; 

(2) for the next 48,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a month: 
0.40 cents per kilowatt-hour; 

(3) for the next 50,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a month: 
0.36 cents per kilowatt-hour; 

(4) for the next 400,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a 
month: 0.35 cents per kilowatt-hour; 

(5) for the next 500,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a 
month: 0.34 cents per kilowatt-hour; 

(6) for the next 2,000,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a 
month: 0.32 cents per kilowatt-hour; 

(7) for the next 2,000,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a 
month: 0.315 cents per kilowatt-hour; 

(8) for the next 5,000,000 kilowatt-hours used or eonsumed in 
a month: 0.31 eents per kilowatt-hour; 

(9) for the next 10,000,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a 
month: 0.305 cents per kilowatt-hour; and, 

(10) for all electricity used or consumed in excess of 20,000,000 
kilowatt-hours in a month: 0.30 cents per kilowatt-hour; 

(b) The ultimate incidence of and liability for payment of the tax is upon the 
retail purchaser, and nothing in this Ordinance shall be constmed to impose a tax on the 
occupation of distributing, supplying, furnishing, selling or transporting electricity. 

(c) The retail purchaser shall pay the tax, measured by kilowatt-hours of 
electricity delivered to the retail purchaser's premises, by making payment to either: 

(1) The Public Utility designated to collect the tax pursuant to this 
Section of the Ordinance on or before the payment due date of 
the Public Utility's bill first reflecting the tax; or. 
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(2) Directly to the Department on or before the fifteenth day of the 
second month following the month in which the gas is delivered 
to the retail purchaser, if no Public Utility has been designated to 
collect the tax pursuant to this Section of the Ordinance or if the 
gas is delivered by a Person other than a Public Utility so 
designated. 

(d) The tax shall not apply to the use or consumption of gas by: 

(1) A governmental body; or, 

(2) A Public Utility engaged in the business of distributing 
electricity. 

(e) A purchaser who purchases electricity for resale, and therefore does not 
pay the tax imposed by this Ordinance with respect to the use or consumption of the 
electricity, but who later uses or consumes part or all of the electricity, shall pay the tax 
directly to the Department on or before the fifteenth day of the second month following 
the month in which the gas is used or consumed. 

(f) Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to impose a tax upon any 
Person, business or activity which, under the Constitutions of the United States or the 
State of Illinois, may not be made the subject of taxation by the County. 

(g) The tax imposed by this Ordinance shall apply to all Sales at Retail of 
electricity commencing on or after January 1, 2008. 

(h) Consumer Price Index Adjustments to Tax Imposed 

(1) The tax herein imposed shall be adjusted annually by the 
Director of the Department, according to the Consumer Price 
Index and CPI Adjustment Formula set forth below, 
commencing on January 1, 2009 so as to allow the County’s tax 
revenues to simultaneously increase as the cost and expense of 
operations and services also increase due to inflation. 

(2) For purposes of this Section 74-602 (h), whenever any of the 
following words or terms is used herein they shall have the 
meaning or construction ascribed to them in this section: 

Base Consumer Price Index shall mean the Consumer Price Index for the month of 
January, 2008. 

Base CPI Amount shall mean the initial tax rate, this “Base CPI Amount” may also be 
referred to as the “Base Tax.” 

Base Tax see “Base CPI Amount.” 
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Consumer Price Index or CPI shall mean the Consumer Price Index for All Urban 
Consumers, All Items (base index year 1982-84=100) published by the United States 
Department of Labor, as amended from time to time; provided that if this index no longer 
exists, the Department shall prescribe the use of a comparable, substitute index. 

CPI see “Consumer Price Index.” 

CPI Adjustment shall mean the increase to the Base CPI Amount. 

(3) The tax herein imposed shall be adjusted annually by the 
Director of the Department according to the CPI Adjustment 
Formula, as follows: 

The CPI Adjustment shall equal the product of: 

a. The Base CPI Amount multiplied by 

b. A fraction 

i. Whose numerator is the amount by which 

A. The Consumer Price Index for the month of January in 
the applicable calendar year exceeds 

B. The Base Consumer Price Index and 

ii. Whose denominator is the Base Consumer Price Index 

The CPI Adjustment Formula is set forth in the following equation: 

CPI for month of Jan. of current calendar 
year - the Base Consumer Price Index 

CPI Adjustment = Base CPI Amount x - 

Base Consumer Price Index 


Sec. 74-603. Collection of tax. 

(a) The Director is authorized to enter into a contract for collection of the tax 
imposed by this chapter with any Public Utility or reseller of electricity providing electric 
service in the County. The contract shall include and substantially conform to the 
following provisions: 

(1) The Public Utility or reseller will collect the tax with respect to 
electricity delivered by it to its customers as an independent 
contractor; 

(2) The Public Utility or reseller will remit collected taxes to the 
Department no more often than once each month; 
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(3) The Public Utility or reseller may charge its customers, other 
than customers who are exempt from payment of this County 
Electricity Use Tax, an additional charge equal to the sum of 3% 
of this County Electricity Use Tax to cover costs of keeping 
records, billing customers, preparing and filing returns, remitting 
the tax and supplying data to the County upon request. Such 
additional charge shall be shown separately on the utility bill to 
each customer; 

(4) The Public Utility or reseller will treat partial payments received 
from a customer as payments made pro rata for each item or 
charge billed to the customer, including the tax imposed by this 
Ordinance; 

(5) The obligation of the Public Utility or reseller to collect and 
remit the tax shall not apply to electricity delivered and billed by 
the Public Utility or reseller prior to a date three months 
subsequent to the execution of a contract for the collection of the 
tax herein imposed; 

(6) The Public Utility or reseller shall not be liable to the County for 
taxes herein imposed which are not collected from retail 
purchasers; all liability for the payment of the taxes herein 
imposed shall remain that of the retail purchaser; and, 

(7) Such other additional terms as the parties may agree upon. 

Sec. 74-604. Resales. 

(a) If a Person, who receives electricity in the County, claims to be a reseller 
of electricity, that Person shall apply to the Department for a Resale Number. The 
applicant shall state facts showing why it is not liable for the tax imposed by this 
Ordinance on any purchases of electricity and shall furnish such additional information as 
the Department may reasonably require. The County may contract with such Persons to 
agree to collect the tax herein imposed from its customers. 

(b) Upon approval of the application, the Department shall assign a Resale 
Number to the applicant and shall certify the number to the applicant. 

(c) The Department may cancel the Resale Number of any Person if the 
Person fails to pay any tax payable herein for electricity used or consumed by the Person, 
or if the number: 

(1) was obtained through misrepresentation, 

(2) is used to originate or receive natural gas tax-free when such 
natural gas is not for resale, or 

(3) is no longer necessary because the Person has discontinued 
engaging in resales. 
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(d) Receiving electricity in the County shall not be made tax-free on the 
ground of being a sale for resale unless the Person has an active Resale Number issued by 
the Department and furnishes that number to the Retailer in connection with certifying to 
the Retailer that a sale is nontaxable as a sale for resale. 

Sec. 74-605. Books and records. 

(a) Every taxpayer shall keep accurate books and records, including original 
source documents and books of entry, denoting the activities or transactions that gave 
rise, or may have given rise, to any tax liability or exemption under this Ordinance. All 
such books and records shall be kept in the English language and, at all times during 
business hours of the day, shall be subject to and available for inspection by the 
Department. 

(b) Every Person that delivers electricity within the corporate limits of the 
County shall, upon request, furnish to the Department the names and addresses of 
recipients of electricity, and the quantity of kilowatts delivered to said recipients.

The Director is authorized to adopt, promulgate and enforce reasonable rules and 
regulations pertaining to the administration and enforcement of this Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-607. Application of Uniform Revenue Procedures Ordinance. 

(a) Whenever not inconsistent with the provisions of this Ordinance, the 
provisions of the Cook County Uniform Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance, as 
amended from time to time and found at Chapter 34, Article III of the Cook County Code 
of Ordinances, shall apply to and supplement this Ordinance. 

(b) For purposes of the tax imposed pursuant to this Ordinance: 

(1) A Public Utility or reseller collecting the tax pursuant to Section 
74-603 of this Ordinance shall not be a "tax collector" within the 
meaning of the Cook County Uniform Penalties, Interest and 
Procedures Ordinance; and, 

(2) A taxpayer who pays the tax to a Public Utility or reseller 
designated to collect the tax pursuant to Section 74-602 of this 
Ordinance shall be deemed to have paid the tax "directly to the 
Department" within the meaning of Section 34-72 of the Cook 
County Uniform Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance

a credit or refund). 

(c) A taxpayer who is late in paying the tax imposed by this Ordinance, 
regardless of whether the tax is paid directly to the Department or the Public Utility or 
reseller, shall be subject to the late payment penalty and interest provisions imposed by 
Section 34-81 of the Cook County Uniform Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance. 
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(d) The Department shall be responsible for billing and collecting any 
penalty or interest imposed under the Cook County Uniform Penalties, Interest and 
Procedures Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-608. Severability. 

If any provision of this Ordinance, or application thereof to any Person or circumstances, 
is held unconstitutional or otherwise invalid, such invalidity shall not affect any other 
provision or application of this Ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid 
application of this Ordinance; such unconstitutional or otherwise invalid provision is 
severable, unless otherwise provided by this Ordinance. In particular, but without 
limitation, each provision creating an exception to or an exemption or exclusion from the 
imposition of the tax is severable.

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE 
CIRCUIT COURT CLERK OF COOK COUNTY TO ESTABLISH 
A FEE TO FINANCE CHILDREN’S ADVOCACY CENTERS 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 18 Courts, 
Article II, Section 18-40 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 
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Sec. 18-40. Children’s Advocacy Center Fee. 

Beginning on January 1, 2008, the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook County shall collect a 
mandatory fee of $30.00 to be assessed as provided in this section. Assessments shall be 
collected by the Clerk of the Circuit Court and must be deposited into an account specifically 
for the operation and administration of Children’s Advocacy Centers within Cook County. 

The fee is to be paid as follows: 

1) The fee shall be paid by the defendant in criminal cases on a judgment of guilty or a 
grant of supervision under Section 5-9-1 of the Unified Code of Corrections (730 lECS 
5) for a felony; for a Class A, Class B, or Class C misdemeanor; for a petty offense; and 
for a business offense. 

— Fees collected by the Clerk of the Circuit Court in traffic cases, as defined by Sections 
27.5 and 27.6 of the Illinois Clerks of Courts Act (705 lECS 105) are subject to 
disbursement as provided under Sections 27.5 and 27.6 of the Clerks of Courts Act and 
shall not be deposited into an account specifically for the operation and administration of 
Children’s Advocacy Centers within Cook County. 

This Ordinance shall not supersede any other Ordinance enacted by the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners, which establishes and sets fees to be charged for other services not 
previously listed and provided by the Cook County Circuit Court Clerk. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that 
Chapter 32 Fees, Section 32-1 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows:

1) The fee shall be paid by the defendant in criminal cases on a judgment of guilty or a grant of 
supervision under Section 5-9-1 of the Unified Code of Corrections (730 ILCS 5) for a felony; for 
a Class A, Class B, or Class C misdemeanor; for a petty offense; and for a business offense. 

2) — Fees collected by the Clerk of the Circuit Court in traffic cases, as defined by Sections 27.5 and 

27.6 of the Illinois Clerks of Courts Act (705 ILCS 105) are subject to disbursement as provided 
under Sections 27.5 and 27.6 of the Clerks of Courts Act and shall not be deposited into an 
account specifically for the operation and administration of Children’s Advocacy Centers within 
Cook County. 

This Ordinance shall not supersede any other Ordinance enacted by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, which establishes and sets fees to be charged for other services not previously listed and 
provided by the Cook County Circuit Court Clerk.

(c) Enforcement. The County does hereby declare its intent to enforce all of the 
customer service and privacy protection standards of the Cable and Video Protection 
Eaw with respect to complaints received from residents within unincorporated Cook 
County. 

(d) Penalties. The County, pursuant to 220 lECS 5/70-50 l(r)(l), does hereby 
provide for a schedule of penalties for any material breach of the Cable and Video 
Protection Eaw by cable or video providers in addition to the penalties provided in the 
law. The monetary penalties shall apply on a competitively neutral basis and shall not 
exceed $750.00 for each day of the material breach, and shall not exceed $25,000.00 for 
each occurrence of a material breach per customer. 

(1) Material breach means any substantial failure of a cable or video provider 
to comply with service quality and other standards specified in any 
provision of the law. 

(2) The County shall give the cable or video provider written notice of any 
alleged material breaches of the law and allow such provider at least 30 
days from the receipt of the notice to remedy the specified material 
breach. 

(3) A material breach, for the purposes of assessing penalties, shall be 
deemed to occur for each day that a material breach has not been 
remedied by the cable or video service provider after the notice in 
subsection (2). 

(e) Customer Credits. The County hereby adopts the schedule of customer credits for 
violations. Those credits shall be as provided for in the provisions of 220 lECS 5/70- 
501(s) and applied on the statement issued to the customer for the next billing cycle 
following the violation or following the discovery of the violation. The cable or video 
provider is responsible for providing the credits and the customer is under no obligation 
to request the credit.

WHEREAS, this Ordinance is intended to establish the service provider fee and the PEG access support 
fee the Act authorizes municipalities and counties to impose on the holder of a State-issued authorization 
to provide video services. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
78 Telecommunications, Section 78-52 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Section 78-52. Cable/Video Service Provider Fee and PEG Access Support Fee. 

(a) Purpose. This section is intended to establish the service provider fee and the PEG 
access support fee that the Cable and Video Competition Eaw authorizes units of local government to 
impose upon a Holder under 220 lECS 5/21-801. This section is also intended to and shall supersede 
section 78-42. 

(b) Definitions. The following words, terms and phrases, when used in this division, shall 
have the meanings ascribed to them in this section, except where the context clearly indicates a different 
meaning: 


Cable service means that term as defined in 47 U.S.C. § 522(6). 

Commission means the Illinois Commerce Commission. 

Gross revenues means all consideration of any kind or nature, including, without 
limitation, cash, credits, property, and in-kind contributions received by the Holder for the operation of a 
cable or video system to provide cable service or video service within the Holder’s cable service or video 
service area within unincorporated Cook County. 
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a. Gross revenues shall include the following: 

(i) Recurring charges for cable or video service. 

(ii) Event-based charges for cable service or video service, 
including, but not limited to, pay-per-view and video-on-demand 
charges. 

(iii) Rental of set top boxes and other cable service or video service 
equipment. 

(iv) Service charges related to the provision of cable service or video 
service, including but not limited to activation, installation, and 
repair charges. 

(v) Administrative charges related to the provision of cable service 
or video service, including but not limited to service order and 
service termination charges. 

(vi) Eate payment fees or charges, insufficient funds check charges, 
and other charges assessed to recover the costs of collecting 
delinquent payments. 

(vii) A pro rata portion of all revenue derived by the Holder or its 
affiliates pursuant to compensation arrangements for advertising 
or for promotion or exhibition of any products or services 
derived from the operation of the Holder’s network to provide 
cable service or video service within unincorporated Cook 
County. The allocation shall be based on the number of 
subscribers within unincorporated Cook County divided by the 
total number of subscribers in relation to the relevant regional or 
national compensation arrangement. 

(viii) Compensation received by the Holder that is derived from the 
operation of the Holder’s network to provide cable service or 
video service with respect to commissions that are received by 
the Holder as compensation for promotion or exhibition of any 
products or services on the Holder’s network, such as a “home 
shopping’’ or similar channel, subject to subsection (ix). 

(ix) In the case of a cable service or video service that is bundled or 
integrated functionally with other services, capabilities, or 
applications, the portion of the Holder’s revenue attributable to 
the other services, capabilities, or applications shall be included 
in the gross revenue unless the Holder can reasonably identify 
the division or exclusion of the revenue from its books and 
records that are kept in the regular course of business. 

(x) The service provider fee permitted by 220 lECS 5/21-801(b). 

b. Gross revenues do not include any of the following: 

(i) Revenues not actually received, even if billed, such as bad debt, 
subject to 220 lECS 5/21-801(c)(l)(vi). 

(ii) Refunds, discounts, or other price adjustments that reduce the 
amount of gross revenues received by the Holder of the State- 
issued authorization to the extent the refund, rebate, credit, or 
discount is attributable to cable service or video service.

(iii) Regardless of whether the services are bundled, packaged, or 
functionally integrated with cable service or video service, any 
revenues received from services not classified as cable service or 
video service, including, without limitation, revenue received 
from telecommunication services, information services, or the 
provision of directory or Internet advertising, including yellow 
pages, white pages, banner advertisement, and electronic 
publishing or any other revenues attributed by the Holder to 
noncable service or nonvideo service in accordance with the 
Holder’s books and records and records kept in the regular 
course of business and any applicable laws, rules, regulations, 
standards, or orders. 

(iv) The sale of cable services or video services for resale in which 
the purchaser is required to collect the service provider fee from 
the purchaser’s subscribers to the extent the purchaser certifies in 
writing that it will resell the service within unincorporated Cook 
County and pay the fee permitted by 220 lECS 5/21-801(b) with 
respect to the service. 

(v) Any tax or fee of general applicability imposed upon the 
subscribers or the transaction by a city. State, federal, or any 
other governmental entity and collected by the Holder of the 
State-issued authorization and required to be remitted to the 
taxing entity, including sales and use taxes. 

(vi) Security deposits collected from subscribers. 

(vii) Amounts paid by subscribers to “home shopping’’ or similar 
vendors for merchandise sold through any home shopping 
channel offered as part of the cable service or video service. 

c. Revenue of an affiliate of a Holder shall be included in the calculation of 
gross revenues to the extent the treatment of the revenue as revenue of 
the affiliate rather than the Holder has the effect of evading the payment 
of the fee permitted by 220 lECS 5/21-801(b) which would otherwise be 
paid by the cable service or video service. 

Holder means a person or entity that has received authorization to offer or provide cable 
or video service from the Commission pursuant to 220 lECS 5/21-401. 

PEG means public, education and governmental. 

PEG access support fee means the amount paid under this section and 220 lECS 5/21- 
801 (d) by the Holder to the County for the service areas within Unincorporated Cook County. 

Service means the provision of “cable service’’ or “video service’’ to subscribers and the 
interaction of subscribers with the person or entity that has received authorization to offer or provide 
cable or video service from the Commission pursuant to 220 lECS 5/21-401. 

Service provider fee means the amount paid under this section and 220 lECS 5/21-801 by 
the Holder to a unit of local government for the service areas within its territorial jurisdiction. 

Unincorporated Cook County means that portion of Cook County which from time to 
time is not incorporated in any municipality. 
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Video service means video programming and subscriber interaction, if any, that is 
required for the selection or use of such video programming services, and which is provided through 
wireline facilities located at least in part in the public right-of-way without regard to delivery technology, 
including Internet protocol technology. This definition does not include any video programming provided 
by a commercial mobile service provider defined in 47 U.S.C. § 332(d) or any video programming 
provided solely as part of, and via, service that enables users to access content, information, electronic 
mail, or other services offered over the public Internet. 

(c) CableA^ideo Service Provider Fee Imposed. 

(1) A fee is hereby imposed on any Holder providing cable service or video service 
in unincorporated Cook County. 

(2) The amount of the fee imposed hereby shall be five percent (5%) of the Holder’s 
gross revenues. 

(3) The Holder shall notify the County at least ten (10) days prior to the date on 
which the Holder begins to offer cable service or video service in Unincorporated 
Cook County. 

(4) The Holder shall be liable for and pay the service provider fee to the County. The 
Holder’s liability for the fee shall commence on the first day of the calendar 
month following thirty (30) days after receipt of the ordinance adopting this 
section by the Holder. The ordinance adopting this section shall be sent by mail, 
postage prepaid, to the address listed on the Holder’s application notice sent 
pursuant to 220 lECS 5/21 -401 (b)(6) to the County. 

(5) The payment of the service provider fee shall be due on a quarterly basis, forty- 
five (45) days after the close of the calendar quarter. If mailed, the fee is 
considered paid on the date it is postmarked. Each payment shall include a 
statement explaining the basis for the calculation of the fee. 

(6) The fee hereby imposed does not apply to existing cable service or video service 
providers that have an existing franchise agreement with the County in which a 
fee is paid. 

(7) An incumbent cable operator that elects to terminate an existing agreement 
pursuant to 220 lECS 5/21-301(c) with credit for prepaid franchise fees under 
that agreement may deduct the amount of such credit from the fees that operator 
owes under this subsection (c). 

(d) PEG Access Support Fee Imposed. 

(1) A PEG access support fee is hereby imposed on any Holder providing cable 
service or video service in unincorporated Cook County in addition to the fee 
imposed pursuant to subsection (c). 

(2) The amount of the PEG access support fee imposed hereby shall be one percent 
(1%) of the Holder’s gross revenues or, if greater, the percentage of gross 
revenues that incumbent cable operators pay to the County or its designee for 
PEG access support in unincorporated Cook County. 
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(3) The Holder shall pay the PEG access support fee to the County or to the entity 
designated by the County to manage PEG access. The Holder’s liability for the 
PEG access support fee shall commence on the date set forth in subsection (c). 

(4) The payment of the PEG access support fee shall be due on a quarterly basis, 
forty-five (45) days after the close of the calendar quarter. If mailed, the fee is 
considered paid on the date it is postmarked. Each payment shall include a 
statement explaining the basis for the calculation of the fee. 

(5) An incumbent cable operator that elects to terminate an existing agreement 
pursuant to 220 lECS 5/21-301(c) shall pay, at the time they would have been 
due, all monetary payments for PEG access that would have been due during the 
remaining term of the agreement had it not been terminated pursuant to that 
section. All payments made by an incumbent cable operator pursuant to the 
previous sentence may be credited against the fees that that operator owes under 
this subsection (d). 

(e) Applicable Principles. All determinations and calculations under this section shall be 
made pursuant to generally accepted accounting principles. 

(f) No Impact on Other Taxes Due from Holder. Nothing contained in this section shall be 
construed to exempt a Holder from any tax that is or may later be imposed by the County, including any 
tax that is or may later be required to be paid by or through the Holder with respect to cable service or 
video service. A State-issued authorization shall not affect any requirement of the Holder with respect to 
payment of a County imposed tax, if any, that applies to any telephone service provided by the Holder. A 
State-issued authorization shall not affect any requirement of the Holder with respect to payment of the 
County’s 911 or E911 fees, taxes or charges. 

(g) Audits of Cable/Video Service Provider. 

(1) The County will notify the Holder of the requirements it imposes on other cable 
service or video service providers to submit to an audit of its books and records. 
The Holder shall comply with the same requirements the County imposes on 
other cable service or video service providers in its jurisdiction to audit the 
Holder’s books and records and to recompute any amounts determined to be 
payable under the requirements of the County. If all local franchises between the 
County and cable operator terminate, the audit requirements shall be those 
adopted by the County pursuant to the Uniform Penalties, Interest and 
Procedures Ordinance (sec. 34-60 et seq.) No acceptance of amounts remitted 
should be construed as an accord that the amounts are correct. 

(2) Any additional amount due after an audit shall be paid within thirty (30) days 
after the County’s submission of an invoice for the sum. 

(h) Late Fees/Payments. All fees due and payments which are past due shall be governed by 
the Uniform Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance. 
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(i) Severability. If any provision of this section, or the application of any provision of this 
section, is held unconstitutional or otherwise invalid, such occurrence shall not affect other provisions of 
this section, or their application, that can be given effect without the unconstitutional or invalid provision 
or its application. Each unconstitutional or invalid provision, or application of such provision, is 
severable, unless otherwise provided by this section. 

Effective Date. This section shall be effective upon its passage by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners.

AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF HEALTH ORDINANCE 
SWIMMING FACILITY INSPECTION AND FEE ORDINANCE 


WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Public Health (“Department”), through its Environmental 
Health Unit, serves as an agent of the Illinois Department of Public Health with respect to the 
performance of swimming facility inspections, with the exception of bathing beaches, in accordance with 
the Illinois Swimming Facility Act, 210 lECS 125/1 et seq.; and 


WHEREAS, many, but not all. Swimming Facilities inspected by the Department are managed by 
individuals possessing certification of training from the State of Illinois and other qualified organizations 
in swimming facility management; and 


WHEREAS, studies by the CDC and observations of Department support that swimming facilities 
operated by certified swimming facility managers are more likely to comply with health and safety 
requirements; and 


WHEREAS, while state law does not presently require that Swimming Facilities be managed by certified 
Swimming Facility managers, the County, as a home rule unit of local government, may require that all 
Swimming Facilities in Cook County be managed by an individual who is a certified Swimming Facility 
Manager except where a municipal ordinance contains a conflicting requirement; and

payment to the County for the swimming facility inspections provided by the Cook County Department of 
Public Health; and 


WHEREAS, the County desires to implement fees to help defray the costs associated with the 
Department’s swimming facility inspection and other programs and to include these and other fees, 
including any periodic adjustments thereto, in Chapter 32 Fees, of the Cook County Code. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
38 Health and Human Services, Sections 38-41 and 38-42 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as 
follows: 
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Sec. 38-41. Swimming Facilities. 


(a) Investigations and Inspections. 

(1) Responsibilities of Department. The Department shall perform inspections and 
investigations of Swimming Facilities, as that term is defined in the Illinois Swimming 
Facility Act, 210 lECS 125/1 et seq., with the exception of bathing beaches. Such 
inspections and investigations shall be performed by the Department as an agent of the 
Illinois Department of Public Health in accordance with Section 11 of the Illinois 
Swimming Facility Act within suburban Cook County, including those areas served by 
other certified health departments to the extent such areas are included in the agency 
agreement. In performing inspections and investigations of Swimming Facilities, the 
Department shall utilize the standards set forth in regulations adopted by the Illinois 
Department of Public Health in accordance with the Illinois Swimming Facility Act. The 
Chief Operating Officer of the Department shall be authorized to enter into agency 
agreements with the Illinois Department of Public Health for the purpose of carrying out 
this Section. 

(2) Inspection Fees. The owner or operator of the Swimming Facility shall make payment of 
an inspection or re-inspection fee, as applicable, in accordance with the fee schedule 
approved by this Board and set forth in Chapter 32, Fees, of this Cook County Code. 
Said fees fee shall not apply to Swimming Facilities operated by the State of Illinois and 
departments and educational institutions thereof or by units of local government. All Tees 
collected pursuant to this Section shall be deposited into the Department of Public Health 
Environmental Health Fund . 

(b) Certification of Swimming Facility Managers. 

(1) Certification Required. On or before May 1, 2009, all Swimming Facilities operated 
within suburban Cook County, with the exception of facilities operated to serve residents 
of buildings with fewer than six residential units, shall be managed by an individual who 
has a current certification of successful completion of a training program in Swimming 
Facility management issued by the State of Illinois or by another organization offering an 
equivalent training program as determined by the Department. Proof of such certification 
shall be provided to the Department as part of its annual inspection. 

(2) Violation. Violation of the certification requirement set forth in this Section shall subject 
the owner and operator of the Swimming Facility to a penalty of $500. An owner or 
operator who commits a second or subsequent violation of this Section shall be subject to 
a penalty of $1000 and shall be guilty of a Class B misdemeanor. Failure to correct a 
violation within thirty (30) days of the Department’s inspection shall constitute a second 
violation. 

(c) Nothing herein shall be construed to limit the activities or authority of the Department as 
otherwise provided for by law including any County ordinance. 
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Sec. 38-42, Fees. 

Notwithstanding any provision in this Article II to the contrary, the Department shall collect fees for 
services, licenses or permits of the Department as set forth in Chapter 32, Fees, or as set forth in an 
agreement approved by the Board. Such fees shall be adjusted on an annual basis as appropriate to reflect 
increases in the Department’s costs in performing the subject program or in a manner commensurate with 
increases in the Consumer Price Index. The Treasurer shall establish a Department of Public Health 
Environmental Health Fund, into which fees collected by the Department for environmental health 
regulatory activities shall be deposited. — This Fund shall be used to enhance, modernize and defray the 
costs of, environmental health programs conducted by the Department of Public Health.

AMENDMENT TO CHAPTER 32 FEES TO INCORPORATE FEES OF THE 
COOK COUNTY DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Public Health performs various inspections and services 
and issues various licenses and permits including, but not limited to, inspections of retail food 
establishments, licensing of retail food establishments in unincorporated Cook County, permitting of 
septage haulers, inspections of private sewage disposal systems, swimming pools and related facilities, 
reviews of design plans for new or expanded food or residential swimming facilities, inspections of 
private wells and water quality testing, licensing of retail tobacco vending machines and inspections of 
mobile home parks; and 

WHEREAS, many of these services result in the collection of fees established in Resolutions adopted, 
from time to time, by the Board, or established in intergovernmental agreements approved by the Board, 
which fees have not been updated in recent years and require adjustment to permit the Department of 
Public Health to recoup a portion of its costs; and 

WHEREAS, some of these services are performed without the imposition of fees to defray the 
Department’s costs; and 

WHEREAS, the County receives limited funding from the State of Illinois to perform some of these 
services and is expressly authorized under 55 ILCS 5/5-25013 to set reasonable and necessary fees for 
services and regulatory activities and also possesses authority, as a home rule unit of local government, to 
do so; and 

WHEREAS, the Department of Public Heath intends to modernize and improve upon its regulation of 
food, potable water, private septic systems, swimming facilities and other services and desires to impose 
updated reasonable fees to help defray its costs. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
32 Fees of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows:

REPORT OF THE TASK FORCE ON HOSPITAL GOVERNANCE 


December 11, 2007

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Your Task Force on Hospital Governance of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant 
to notice on Tuesday, December 11, 2007 at the hour of 9:15 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, 
County Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

The purpose of the meeting was to take testimony from various representatives of the Civic Federation, 
the Metropolitan Chicago Healthcare Council and the National Public Hospital Association. 

Chairman Goslin called the meeting to order, and called upon Mr. Kevin Scanlan, President and Chief 
Executive Officer of the Metropolitan Chicago Healthcare Council. 
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Mr. Scanlan testified on behalf of the Metropolitan Chicago Healthcare Council, which is an organization 
representing one hundred forty hospitals and healthcare organizations in the metropolitan Chicagoland 
area. He stated that Oak Forest, Provident and Stroger Hospitals of Cook County have been members for 
decades and have utilized member services provided by the Metropolitan Chicago Healthcare Council 
such as unemployment compensation administration, group purchasing, compensation surveys and 
revenue cycle consulting. 

Mr. Scanlan stated that the Bureau of Health Services has a critical role in the regional health care safety 
net. The financial viability of all hospitals and the regional health care safety net continues to be 
challenged through increasing numbers of uninsured; significant and ongoing under-funding from the 
state and federal government for the Medicaid and Medicare programs; coupled with an aging population 
and demands for enhanced technology. Approximately seventy percent of the more than fifty private 
hospitals located in Cook County report negative care margins. These same hospitals provided $2.3 
billion in annual charitable care, which includes $1.6 billion in free care. When combined with the 
Bureau of Health Services’ Fiscal Year 2007 budget, all hospitals in Cook County provided more than $3 
billion in free care and other charitable care services. 

On the issue of governance, Mr. Scanlan stated that while the Board is contemplating future governance 
structures, the focus should be on the future of the Bureau of Health Services. He did not indicate 
preference to any particular governance structure; he believed that the Bureau of Health Services’ 
governance decisions should be considered and made by the Board of Commissioners. 

Chairman Goslin asked Mr. Scanlan how the patient load would be absorbed if the Bureau of Health 
Services were to be dissolved or services provided were to be significantly reduced. 

Mr. Scanlan replied that they could not be absorbed, and the result might mean the closure of other 
institutions. 

Chairman Goslin asked Mr. Scanlan for information on the Metropolitan Chicago Healthcare Council 
members’ percentage of “self-pay” patients by institution. 

Mr. Scanlan responded that he would supply the information to him. 

Commissioner Daley asked Mr. Scanlan for a breakdown of the $3 billion in annual charitable care. 

Mr. Scanlan responded that he could provide Commissioner Daley with a breakdown of the $2.3 billion 
in charitable care provided by the more than fifty private hospitals. 

Commissioner Daley stated that some suggestions had been made to resolve the Bureau of Health 
Services’ financial position. These suggestions include the closure of Provident Hospital of Cook County 
and the removal of tax exempt status for some private hospitals who are not providing a certain amount of 
charitable care. He asked Mr. Scanlan what would be the impact of such measures. 

Mr. Scanlan replied that the closure of Provident Hospital of Cook County would have patients turning to 
local hospitals. Taking away tax exempt status from the private hospitals would put some of these 
institutions at the brink of closure. There would be significant cuts in services and it would increase the 
patient load at Stroger Hospital of Cook County. 
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Chairman Goslin called upon the next public speaker. 

Ms. Eise Valentine, Vice President and Director of Research of the Civic Federation read into the record a 
statement provided by Mr. Eawrence Msall, President of the Civic Federation. (The referenced 
documents are on fde in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

Commissioner Daley stated that a truly independent board needs taxing authority and needs to be totally 
separate from the Board of Commissioners. He believed that if the Board chose to implement a 
temporary independent governing structure, the Board would continue to approve the budget until such 
time a permanent independent governing structure with taxing authority was functioning. In order to 
effect such change in Springfield, a collective effort from the elected officials and community leaders 
must be made. 

Commissioner Butler was concerned with the perceived lack of understanding of the mission of the 
Bureau of Health Services. He believed that the Bureau of Health Services was never given adequate 
funds and questioned how the Board would pay the costs associated with independent governance. 

Commissioner Silvestri opined that if the Board of Commissioners has to approve a budget for an 
independent governance board, then it is not truly independent. He believed that an interim period for 
independent governance should be ten years; interim periods of one or three years are too short to achieve 
meaningful successes. 

Chairman Goslin called upon the next public speaker. 

The next speaker was Reverend Alexander Sharp, Executive Director of Protestants for the Common 
Good, and Vice Chairman of the Center for Tax and Budget Accountability. He spoke in support of an 
interim independent governing board, and if possible, a permanent independent governing board. He 
referenced portions of the Goodman Report and challenged that the Bureau’s revenue uncollectables were 
overstated in the report. He believed that they were in the range of $40 million to $140 million, not $200 
million. 

Commissioner Daley remarked that the County Commissioners have received audit reports every year 
that detail problems at the institutions under the Bureau of Health Services. He added that the Bureau of 
Health Services has improved in recent times, pointing out that the rejection rate for Medicaid eligibility 
intake forms has decreased from 76% to 15%. Furthermore, he stated that the Goodman Report 
recommended hiring one hundred forty-four people for finance related matters and seventy people to 
work on information technology matters. 

Commissioner Silvestri reminded the Task Force members that a recent bill to shift $100 million in 
subsidies to the Cook County Bureau of Health Services failed to pass in Springfield. 

Commissioner Collins stated that a coalition should be organized to lobby in Springfield. Additionally, 
she questioned why Cook County is the only county in Illinois that recognizes their responsibility for 
providing healthcare to their indigent. 

Commissioner Sims stated her opposition to independent governance. She envisioned irreconcilable 
conflict over budgetary matters between an independent governance board and the Board of 
Commissioners. She believed that the Board should instead give the President the same amount of time 
proposed for the temporary trusteeship to turn around the Bureau’s financial position. A national search 
should be conducted to find an expert to run the hospitals under the current governance structure. 
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Commissioner Maldonado stated that he agreed with Commissioner Sims in principle, as he was opposed 
to privatization of the Bureau of Health Services. He was also concerned that there may be transparency 
issues related to adding another layer of government through an independent governance board. The 
temporary trusteeship is the only option at this time that he supports. 

Chairman Goslin called upon the next public speaker. 

Quentin Young, M.D., Chairman of the Health and Medicine Policy Research Group, spoke on behalf of 
the establishment of a temporary trusteeship. He believes that it is impossible to solve the Bureau of 
Health Services’ financial problems without new taxes. 

Commissioner Daley pointed out that a temporary trusteeship would still need to come to the Board for 
revenue. 

Chairman Goslin called upon the next public speaker. 

Eynne Johnson, Director of the Chicago Foundation for Women, spoke in favor of a temporary 
trusteeship and submitted a statement from Mary Morten, Acting Executive Director of the Chicago 
Foundation for Women. (The referenced documents are on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

Chairman Goslin called upon the next public speaker. 

George Blakemore, a concerned citizen, spoke in favor of an interim trusteeship. 

Commissioner Moreno asked Robert R. Simon, M.D., Interim Chief of the Bureau of Health Services, 
whether an independent board would solve the Bureau of Health Services’ revenue problems. 

Dr. Simon responded that it would not; most institutions across the country are experiencing huge 
financial problems regardless of the type of governance. As he had mentioned at the meeting of the Task 
Force on Hospital Governance on November 13, 2007, Dr. Simon again recommended that the Board of 
Commissioners bring in Earry Gage, President of the National Association of Public Hospitals. Mr. Gage 
has helped a number of other boards develop independent governance boards and has indicated his 
willingness to assist the County. 

Chairman Goslin responded that efforts to have Mr. Gage attend a Task Force meeting had been 
unsuccessfiil due to scheduling problems. 

Dr. Simon responded that he would assist in the efforts to engage the assistance of Mr. Gage. 

Dr. Simon requested to clarify an earlier statement regarding loss of employees. He stated that the 
Bureau had 1,049 employees in the entire clinic system in 2002. However, in 2007 there was a total 
number of 552 employees in the entire clinic system. The clinic system cannot function at that level; for 
Fiscal Year 2008 a request was made for 425 new positions. 

At the request of Chairman Goslin, Dr. Simon addressed remarks made by Commissioner Peraica with 
regard to clinic closures that occurred in 2007 and the subsequent effects of such closures. It was alleged 
that emergency room visits increased as a result of the clinic closures. 

Dr. Simon replied that the statement was inaccurate. There was no increase at the Bureau of Health 
Services’ emergency rooms; he verified that the surrounding hospitals experienced minimal increases in 
emergency room visits. 
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Commissioner Schneider indicated that he was in favor of an independent governing board. However, he 
questioned who would ultimately provide financial oversight over an independent governing board with 
taxing authority. 

Chairman Goslin stated that the intent was to retain financial oversight by the Board of Commissioners. 
He added that any transfer to an independent governing board would have strings attached, allowing for 
ultimate oversight by the Board of Commissioners. 

Commissioner Butler cited an article in Healthcare IT News, which ranked Stroger Hospital of Cook 
County number one in the category of “Major Teaching Hospitals” in completeness and accuracy of their 
medical coding practices used to bill Medicare for inpatient medical services. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Butler, moved to adjourn. The motion carried 
and the meeting was adjourned.

Release between the County of Cook and XL Specialty Insurance Company. Provisions in this agreement 
will provide for the completion of Contract No. 03-53-868. It is respectfully requested that this 
Honorable Body approve this request. 

The Cook County Board of Commissioners approved a public improvement contract with UBM, Inc. on 
December 16, 2003 for the Hektoen Building Renovation Project - Phase 2A. XL Specialty Insurance 
Company was the Surety for the contract providing performance Bond No. SB0087401. Before 
completing the contract, UBM, Inc. defaulted and the County demanded performance from XL Specialty 
Insurance Company under the Bond. A settlement was reached with this Surety Company to bring closure 
to this project. 

On July 31, the County Board approved a Settlement Agreement and Mutual Release. As part of the 
Settlement Agreement, XL agreed to perform all of the remaining “disputed” work on the punch list, and 
the County agreed not to seek liquidated damages. Of the $646,658.27 that remains in the Contract, the 
parties agreed that the County was entitled to a credit of $320,000 for the work it performed. That left 
$326,658.27 in the Contract, which, under the Settlement Agreement, would be deposited with the Clerk 
of the Circuit Court, pursuant to a court order, one half of which would not be released to XL until Capital 
Planning has approved the “disputed” work and the extended warranty (attached to the Settlement 
Agreement) began to run. 

Because of XL’s delays in performing the work agreed upon in the Settlement Agreement, Capital 
Planning took it upon itself to accomplish some of the work and to acquire a warranty agreement that 
included the work under the Contract. Therefore, the terms of the Settlement Agreement are no longer 
viable. 

In the copy of the Amended Settlement Agreement and Mutual Release (“Amended Settlement 
Agreement”), XL has agreed to complete the remaining work on the Contract within the time-frame set 
forth in the Amended Settlement Agreement. XL has also agreed that it is now entitled to only 
$173,767.22 from the Contract funds (as opposed to $326,658.27 under the terms of the original 
Settlement Agreement).

exception of public safety and health positions and emergency hires approved by the President of the 
Board. 

Section 5. Payment of All Other Necessary Expenditures. Pending passage of the Annual 
Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2008, the Comptroller and the Treasurer are authorized and 
directed to make arrangements to advance the payment of obligations of the County as follows: 

1. Payment of the following continuing obligations of the County: utilities; insurance premiums and 
benefit/administration payments; payroll taxes; payments associated with payroll deductions;

insurance payments; and, court-ordered payments. 

2. Payment of purchases of materials, supplies and services involving expenditures in the amount of 
Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) or less in accordance with County Ordinance and 
existing procedures. 

3. Payments pursuant to grants and special purpose funds previously approved by the County. 

Section 6. Capital Improvement Items. Unexpended Capital Improvement items appearing in the 
Capital Improvement Section of the Appropriation Bill of Cook County for Fiscal Year 2007 shall not be 
deemed to have lapsed at the end of Fiscal Year 2007. Funds specifically appropriated therein shall be 
available until the adoption and approval of the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2008. 
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Section 7. Severability. If any section, paragraph or provision of this Resolution shall be held to be 
invalid or unenforceable for any reason, the invalidity or unenforceability of such section, paragraph or 
provision shall not affect any of the remaining provisions of this Resolution. 

Section 8. Effective Date. This Resolution shall be effective immediately upon passage by this Board 
and approval by the President of the County Board for a period of thirty (30) days.
